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CONTRABAND GOODS AND THE 
CHANCES OF [IMPORTING 


THEM. 
Our columns this week record a 
number of important advances in 
goods which have been officially de- 


clared contraband of war, or which are 
likely to be included in that 
These circumstances give rise to ques- 
tions as to just what will consid- 
ered contraband by the _ belligerent 
powers, and also to extent to 
which traffic in such commodities will 
be interdicted by neutral government. 
Investigation of the subject develops 
the fact that international law not 
specific upon many points involved 
this question, and makes it apparent to 
the layman that the determination of 
what is contraband is largely a matter 
of might on the part of either beliger- 
ent. The most comprehensive definition 
we have discovered is that given by th 
late Prof. Theo. W. Dwight in John- 
son’s Encyclopaedia, and is as follows: 

Contraband of war are such articles as 
a belligerent has by the law of nations the 
right of preventing a neutral from fur- 
nishing to his enemy. Articles 
band of war are, in general, 
munitions of war and those out of 
munitions of made. All 
are liable to be seized; but very 
trary interpretations have been affixed to 
the term by powerful when able 
to enforce them by arms. Thus, pro- 
visions have been held to be contraband 
of war when it is the object of bellig- 
erent to reduce his enemy by famine. 
Where the primary use of goods is mili- 
tary they would seem to be plainly con- 
traband; where the use is of a doubtful 
character, and they are suited either for 
a state of war or peace, their character 
leaves open an inquiry as to the objects 
of the shipment and the use to which the 
goods may be put. The act of carrying 
contraband goods is not, in general, good 
ground for confiscation of the ship; the 
contraband goods only are subject to 
seizure. The uncertainty respecting the 
law concerning this whole subject is due 
to the natural conflict between the ne- 
cessities of war and the laws of trade.

The remark of Calvo appears to be justi- 
fied, that international law has not yet 
been able to establish a rule universally 


accepted and respected concerning the 
distinctive character of contraband of 
war. 


It will be seen by this view of so emi- 
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nent a jurist as Prof. Dwight that the } 


interpretation of the term is likely to 
be arbitrarily broadened by the ability 
of any country to enforce its own defi- 
nition, and while there may be no 
question upon goods which are clearly 
munitions of war, there is a large class 
of articles which suitable either 
for a state of war or peace,” and in the 
event of their capture the right of con- 
fiscation must depend in some measure 
upon the intent of the shipment and the 
uses to which the goods may be put. 
There can be little doubt, however, that 
in the event of the seizure of goods of 
a doubtful character the benefit of the 
doubt would be given to the belligerent 
by which the seizure had been made. 
The possibility of importing such goods 
through channels not liable to interfer- 
ence from the of the enemy, 
therefore, becomes matter of most 
important consideration, and this is es- 
pecially interesting to American im- 
porters just now, in view of the rapid

advance in price on many articles a 
scarcity of which is feared. The bona 
fide importation of such goods_ into 


Canadian ports by citizens of the Do- 


minion and in vessels under a neutral 
flag, would offer no opportunity for 
Spain to interfere, and their subse- 
quent shipment to the United States 
would be readily effected by routes be- 
yond the reach of any power except 
Great Britain. Of course, this would 
add somewhat to the expense, and 
would incur the discriminating duty of 
10 per cent., but these items are all 


measurable, and are likely to prove a 
stumblingblock to extravagant specu- 
lation. As to the right of citizens of 
neutral countries to engage in such 
traffic, Prof. Dwight expressed the 
general principle of law, which implies 
that there will be little difficulty expe- 
by either country in getting 
goods under circumstances which are 
not covered by the rules laid down as 
to the right of seizure, or where the 
ability to seize is wanting. Prof. 
Dwight's view was as follows: 

According to received doctrine, neutral 
governments are under no responsibility 
to restrict private persons from conveying 
any kind of contraband to either or both 
of the belligerents. The articles are not 
contraband until they have left the neu- 
tral limits, it has been said, and the neu- 
tral is not obliged to maintain an expen- 
sive police of the sea. If the two nations 
choose to fight they must guard their own 
coasts; the world suffers enough from 
their contests without aiding them in any 
respect.

SPECULATION IN QUININE. 


Up to within two weeks there had 
been nothing of an exciting character 
in the quinine market, and it was the 
almost general belief that there would 
be no change until after the bark sale 
of May 5, when the price of sulphate 
would have been expected to follow the 


unit established at the auction. The 
previous experience of the United 
States in a war waged for the most 


part in a climate laden with fevers sug- 
gested, however, to the speculative 
mind the probability of a repetition of 
the conditions in the event of war oc- 
curring between Spain and the United 
States, hence merely the knowledge of 
the failure of diplomatic negotiations 
between the two countries was all that 
was necessary to start the ball rolling. 
While the belief is entertained that 
the bark market warranted an advance 
in the price of quinine, figures hardly 
bear out that view, and the opinion 
is quite general that the active specu- 
lation which commenced two weeks 
ago really the cause of the sensa- 
tional advances in the price that have 
occurred, especially during the week 
just passed. The speculative clique 
commenced to buy, and promptly suc- 
ceeded in raising the asking prices of 
dealers, who were the only parties from 
whom purchases could be made, all of 
the manufacturers and their agents 
having steadfastly declined to part with 
goods to speculative buyers. Even 
dealers had comparatively little to of- 
fer on the spot. The nature of the in- 
creased demand here soon spread, and

within a few days the whole country 
became infected, and every holder of 
quinine in this market was literally 
ovérwhekmed with orders far in excess 
of the legitimate demands for consump- 
tion. Clerks and those of small means 
got the ‘fever’? and vied with one an- 
other in their efforts to obtain even 
small quantities for investment. Manu- 
facturers and their agents adhered to 
the policy of not selling consumers be- 
yond their regular wants, but as the de- 
mand kept increasing, and the London 
and other European markets responded 
to the speculative calls for quinine 
from New York, they were forced to 
advance their prices, which they have 
done during the past few days, some 
of them more than once. The unit at 
the London bark auction last Tuesday 
advanced 10 per cent. over the previous 
sale, and cables received from Amster- 
dam report that the quinine manufac- 
turers have been quietly purchasing at 
private sale all of the bark they could 
obtain at a material advance over the 
unit price of 4% Dutch cents, which 
was paid at the last sale in that city. 
They have doubtless determined to 
place themselves on the safe side should 
it turn out that back of all of the 
present excitement there is a legitimate 
increase in the consumption. The next 
sale of bark occurs Thursday, May 5, 
and the offerings as at present sched- 
uled indicate that they will fall a trifle 
short of those at the sale of March 31. 
In view of all of the circumstances, it 
is safe to say there will be a material 
advance in the unit price over the price 
at the previous sale. The amount of 
quinine sold during the past week to 
speculators is 250,000 ounces on spot and 
to arrive, and up to 25 cents per ounce 


has been paid for large lots. As in- 
dicating the strength of the specula- 
tion, there was one order for 1,000,000 
ounces at up to 25 cents cash. Of this 


100,000 were secured at 22@25 cents, and 
the outside price was bid and declined 
for 100,000 ounces more, 27 cents hav- 
ing been asked, with but 25,000 ounces 
offered. The London stock April 1 was 
1,720,000 ounces, a small amount for 
speculative manipulation. 

What the future has in store for the 
holders of quinine, he would rash, 
indeed, who would hazard a guess. Fig- 
ures which we published last week 
show the results of the auctions for the 
first three months of the current year 
to have been 1,795,714 kilos of bark, 
containing 90,821 kilos of quinine sul- 
phate offered, of which 42,692 kilos of 
sulphate were sold, as against 1,715,378 
kilos of bark, containing 91,786 kilos of 
sulphate offered for the same period of 
1897, and 79,800 kilos of sulphate sold.

The average per cent. of qui- 
nine in the bark this year has 
been 5.04@5.40, as against 5.26@ 
5.84 last year. The course of the bark 


market has been the reverse of what it 
was a year ago. The prices per unit 
this year were 6.90 Dutch cents in Jan- 
uary, 5.50 in February, and 4.25 in 
March, against 2.12 in January, 1897, 
2.90 in February and 3.90 in March, The 
shipments of bark from Java show an 
increase over the figures for January to 
March, inclusive, in 1897. In the latter 


year they were 712,000 kilos, and the 
unit price responded by advancing 
while in the first three months of this 
year they were 1,178,000 kilos and the 


unit at the auctions has responded by 
declining, in spite of all the syndicate 
of bark importers has been able to do 
to keep it up. Judging from the above 
figures the market, if left to itself, 
would probably have remained station- 
ary, but the advent of the speculative 
craze has brought about new - conditions 


and the market will doubtless remain 
under the control of manipulators so 
long as hostilities last, unless there 


should be no large increase in the de- 


mand from the _ soldiers. The Cuban 
war has been in progress three years, 
and it has had no influence upon the 


price of quinine. From the nature of the 
case it is hardly probably there will be 
any material increase in the demand 
from Spanish sources. As for the de- 
mand from the United States Govern- 
ment, 25,000 soldiers in Cuba, each one 
taking 10 grains a day, would consume 
only 3,500 ounces a week. A little cal- 
culating will show that the speculation 
is hardly warranted by the conditions 
and the present outlook. 












SENSATIONAL ADVANCE IN CHLO- 
RATE OF POTASH. 


After a long period of comparatively 
low prices, the market commenced to 
evince signs of activity last Monday 
morning. It appears that a few of the 
importers had been expecting’ an en- 
hancement in the price should war oc- 
cur between Spain and this coutnry, but 
it is safe to say that few if any were pre- 
pared to see the price more than double 
before a week should have expired. The 
first real intimation that a movement 
was on foot came when purchases of 
several hundred kegs were made at 
°844@8% cents. These lots were all taken 
by one concern. This set the ball 
rolling, and while a few sellers did not 
at once understand the true reason for 
the sudden demand and made sales that 
they at once regretted having made, the 
majority grasped the situation and took 
a hand in the game. It was learned 
that the British steamship lines had re- 
fused to carry chlorate to this country 
by reason of the fact that it is regarded 
as contraband of war, and they would 
accept goods for Canada only if names 
of Canadian receivers were given. Op- 
erators here did not wish to take any 
chances of goods which they might or- 
der being ultimately detained on the 
other side of the border, so they deter- 
mined to secure what lots they could in 
the American markets. Before the sun 
had set on Monday an advance of sév- 
eral cents had been recorded, with large 
transactions, and br Tuesday consum- 
ers, both large ana small, had awak- 
ened to the situation and were scram- 
bling for goods. Each day since then 
has witnessed a continuation of the de- 
mand and a considerable advance over 
the prices of the previous day. Dealers 
have exercised caution, and very rarely 
have buyers secured all they were will- 
ing to take. The market closes firm, 
with an upward tendency, and the pre- 
diction is made that 30-cent chlorate is 
in view. 

It has been a difficult matter to ascer- 
tain the amount of stock held here, the 
estimates varying from 3,000 to 15,000 
kegs. It matters not what the stock is, 
the advance having been warranted by 




































































the conditions brought about by the 
war. While it is true that comparative- 
ly little chlorate is used by powder 






manufacturers, it can be employed if 
need be for making powder. Its princi- 
pal uses are in the making of matches 
and in producing aniline black for use 
in calico printing. It has no. substi- 
tute, except possibly chlorate of soda, 
Which is produced on a comparatively 
small scale and has advanced in price 
in sympathy with chlorate of potash. 
There will be no chlorate from the 
Michigan plant until August, and the 
production has already been sold ahead 
almost a year. However, in the light 
of previous wars, it is safe to pre- 
dict that should the price warrant the 
risk it will be brought into this coun- 
try in spite of the attitude of neutral 
powers regarding contraband articles.

The proper lubrication of gas engine 
cylinders has been a very difficult prob- 
lem.

He writes as follows: “I 
hada gas engine at Sharon, Pa., run- 
ning a pump, and the man that had 
charge of it allowed the lubricator to 
run dry and cut the piston rings and 
cylinder, The makers of the gas en- 


gine said the cylinder would have to be 
sent to the shop and bored out and a 
new piston put in. It was our busy 
season and we could not do without 
water. I had some of Dixon's finely 
pulverized graphite, and I commenced 
to feed it into the cylinder through the 
suction pipe with the air and gas with 
immediate relief. After about two 
weeks the engine was running smooth- 
er and using less gas than ever before. 
I had this same engine apart last Sai- 
urday, and every place that was cut is 
smooth as glass. This one instance 
saved us about $75. I have great faith 
in this graphite and always keep it on 
hand.” 
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Carcano, an Italian pharmacist, pub- 
lishes in the Boll. Chim. i. Farm. the 
results of his experiments on cod liver 
oil. He gives as constants the follow- 
ing figures: Specific gravity, .920 to 
927; saponification number, 18.3 per 
cent.; iodine absorption, 142-144 per 
cent. The author’s experience is clear- 
ly very limited. Indeed, modern ob- 
servers are fairly well agreed that the 


last mentioned figure rarely, if ever, 
falls below 150 per cent., the average 
being about 160 per cent.

It 
does not reduce Fehling’s solution, but 
is easily inverted by boiling with acids, 
forming sugars which do reduce copper 
oxide.

Dr. Cornelius N. Hoagland, president 
of the Cleveland Baking Powder Com- 
pany, died at his residence in Brooklyn 
on Sunday last. He had not been in 
good health for a couple of years, and 
since his return on April 5 from a thre¢ 
months’ trip to the Mediterranean had 
suffered heart trouble, which 
finally his life

Cornelius Nevius Hoagland was born 
in Neshanic, Somerset County, N. J., on 
November 1828.

Reports from different parts of the 
field say that decided objections are be- 
ing raised by oil men against the as- 
sessments placed by the Indiana Board 
of Tax Commissioners upon oil wells 
and properties. They claim valuations 
estimated too high are the result of in- 
fluences of gas interests. Oil wells are 
valued at $350 each and production at 
$50 per bbl. Thus if a well pumps 100 
bbls. per day, it is valued and assessed 
at $5,350. The valuation of pipe lines 
and other properties is equally high and 
oil men claim that they cannot oper- 
ate properties under such taxation with 
a profit at the present prices of oil. 
They produce figures to make good 
their claim and to also show that the 
assessments on this basis are out of 
proportion to the assessments of other 
Indiana property. It is also shown that 
these valuations are in excess of those 
fixed by other States. It is proposed, 
so it is reported, to file a test case in 
the courts of Madison county, which 
will attack the rights of agreement be- 
tween assessors to tax certain property 
at a certain figure without first seeing 
the property and surrounding condi-

The cases of the State of Indiana 
against the Ohio Oil Company have 
reached the Supreme Court again from 
the Madison Circuit Court. These are 
the cases in which the oil company was 
enjoined from carrying on_ operations 
which led to the waste of natural gas, 
and in which the State sought to en- 
force a penalty against the defendant 
company for allowing such waste. The 
cases were in the Supreme Court re- 
cently on demurrers to the complaints. 
The demurers were overruled, and the 
action of the lower court was sustained. 
Now the oil company has filed answers 
to the complaints, and the trial court 
has sustained demurrers to them. The 
oil company claims that it operates re?

there is no way to prevent gas escaping 
in oil production.

The Graves well, located two and a 
half miles northeast of Corsicana in un- 
developed territory, has proved a pay- 
ing experiment.

The following letter has been sent by 
Chairman Albert Plaut of the Legisla- 
tive Committee of the N. W. D. A. to 
the chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, for the purpose of bringing 
before the latter committee a better 
knowledge of the interests involved in 
the proposed revenue bill.

Plaut writes in his official capacity, he 
desires have it understood that the 
necessi(y for prompt action made it im- 
possible for him to confer with the 
members of his committee, and he 
therefore assumes personal responsibil- 
ity for the sentiments of his letter.

From the daily journals I have, 
course, learned that the bill known 
“H. R. 10,083" has been introduced by you 
in the House, but I assume that a meas-

will be offered in the Senate; hence I do 
not consider it too late to make sugges- 
tions. 

Page 23, section 20, line 7, the term is 
used ‘remove for consumption or sale.” 


Does the committee mean that proprie-

words, sold? In the matter of playing 


cards, which had to be stamped under the 
recent tariff law known the Dingley 
bill the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue held that all playing cards carried in 
stock had to be stamped at once, irre- 
spective of the fact whether they were 
sold or not. If the same ruling is to apply 
to the proposed stamp law it would cause 
great trouble and annoyance to our trade 
and necessitate the immediate investment 
of very large sums of money which, in 
many cases, could not be realized upon for 
a considerable period. 

Furthermore, we all carry in stock ob- 
solete articles, slow of sale, the manufac- 
turers of many of which are either out of 
dead, and for which there is 
a sporadic and uncertain demand, 
bly no demand whatever. If we are com- 
pelled to stamp such goods, the larger 
proportion of which would probably never 
sold, you may readily that we 
would be taxed without any opportunity 
to recoup ourselves for such tax, 

In many other ways it would be a hard- 
ship to be compelled to at once atttach 
stamps to our entire stock of proprietary

The bad weather of the past week has 
curtailed painting operations in the 
Eastern and Middle States and has had 
a somewhat depressing influence upon 
the market for paints and colors. War 
influences cannot be said to have been 
felt in this market except indirectly in 
sympathy with the general feeling of 
uncertainty and expectancy. The only 
really important feature in the market 
this week was the fixing of prices on 
paris green by the combination, partic- 
ulars of which are given in the market 
report which follows, 


White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


WHITE LEAD.—The past week has 
heen about the dullest the trade has 
experienced for many moons past. This 
state of affairs wiil probably continue 
until war operations become a more 
accomplished fact. At present buyers 
and consumers both hesitate about en- 
tering upon any important negotiations 
until confidence is restored and the sur- 
plus money which is now being hoarded 
is released and thus set the wheels of 
commerce in motion, when a general 
revival of business may be expected. 
There is no marked improvement in 
the demand for lead in oil, though a 
fair amount is daily going out upon 
reguiar contracts, which, as stated in 
our last issue, have been extended till 
July ist. Dry lead is fairly active, as 
grinders, notwithstanding the general 
depression in general trade, have been 
unusually busy, as the demand for 
mixed paints this spring has been bet- 
ter than usual. Several cars of dry 
lead are reported sold at 4%4c., less the 
usual discount terms. There has been 
several arrivals of foreign makes of lead 
in oil the past week, but these cut no 
ice, as the demand for this class of 
goods is chiefly for fancy inside work. 
Prices remain unchanged at” 8@8\c. 
for the old established brands, and for 
those not so well known 7@7%4c., as to 
make and quantity. For the present 
the corroders quote the various brands 
of lead in oil as follows: “In lotts of less 
than 500 Ibs., 6c. net; in lots of 500 Ibs. 
and over, 5¥%c.; dry white lead in bbls., 
4c. per lb. less than price in kegs; white 
lead, assorted, in 1-lb., 2-lb. and 5-lb.

ib. over price in kegs; red lead and 
litharge in bbls. and half bbls., 4c. per 
Th. less than prices in kegs; white lead 
in 12%-lb. tin pails (packed in 100-Ib.

RED LEAD.—Only a small retail de- 
mand is reported, such as current wants 
require, and these are reported as be- 
ing of a retail nature. Domestic corro- 
ders as yet have made no change in 
their card prices, though they report 
deliveries upon regular contracts as be- 
ing fairly good, considering the state of 
general trade. German is dull, as few 
importers are disposed to name prices 
for round lots for arrival. Jobbing 
spot parcels are quoted at 6%@7c., and

ORANGE MINERAL.—There has 
been a fair jobbing demand for French 
at 10%@10%c., according to buyer and 
size of the order. German in the pres- 
ent unsettled condition of ocean 
freights and marine insurance is very 
quiet. Only retail sales are being made 
from spot stocks at 74%@7%c., as to 
make and quantity. English is un- 
changed and in fair request at 74%@ 
8%c., as to brand and quantity. Do- 
mestic is offered only in a limited way 
at 6%c., usual discount terms. 

PIG LEAD.—The market has grad- 
ually worked up during the week under 
limited offerings, and at the close 3.70@ 
3.80¢c., as to quality, was generally quot- 
ed for May. The St. Louis market was 
reported active, with sales of 800 tons 
at 3.55@3.57%c., with more buyers than 
sellers at the higher figure. 

ZINCS.—The export trade in this ar- 
ticle is considerably affected by the 
searcity and high rates demanded for 
ocean freights. The home trade, how- 
ever, keeps up unusually good, consid- 
ering the depression so apparent in 
general trade. Prices remain steady, as 
previously named by the New Jersey 
Zine Company, at 4@4%c., as to quality 
and quantity, less usual discount terms. 
No further changes as yet have been 
made in French or German.

REDS. 

CARMINE. — The market remains 
quiet. Present wants of consumption 
are small, and buyers are not inclined 
to purchase in advance of requirements. 
A steady feeling prevails, however, and 
prices are unchanged at $2.50@2.60 for 
bulk and $2.60@2.70 for smaller lots, ac- 
cording to quantity. It is probable, 
however, that the inside figures would 
be shaded on large orders. 

VERMILION. — There is scarcely 
more than a retail demand to report in 
this article, but holders do not seem to 
be anxious, and steadily adhere to the 
previous quotations. For quicksilver 
vermilion the combination prices are 
57c. in barrels or Kegs, and 58e. in 30 
and 50 Ib. bags, terms 30 days, less 1 per 
cent. for cash in ten days, For English 
vermilion the quotations range from 
60c. to $1.20, but, in the absence of im- 
portant demand, these prices are mere- 
ly nominal. Chinese vermilion is nomi- 
nal and unchanged.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


The fact that the country is engaged 
in actual warfare is being felt in com- 
mercial circles, though in not all alike. 
General trade conditions are acutely af- 
fected, some lines stimulated and others 
depressed, while prices of many com- 
modities have advanced, especially 
those required in the prosecution of 
hostilities, and those which are import- 
ed and required by the army or navy, 
or in the manufacture of war material, 
have advanced to what aptly be 
termed “war prices.” Some of these 
are considered on other pages of this 
issue of the Reporter. On goods not 
required by the Government and whose 
consumption is not increased by reason 
of war, trade has been quiet, few car- 
ing to enter into engagements involv- 
ing possible future contingencies which 
cannot be approximately foretold. In 
the lines of trade represented by the 
Repofter a number of articles af- 
fected by the war, and especially those 
regarded contraband of war, have ad- 
vanced rapidly, while the Government's 
have increased the de- 
articles in the lines of 
drugs, chemicals and oils, and as a 
whole it may be said that there has 
been a marked increase in the move- 
ment of these classes of goods. Re- 
ports from the industrial centers vary 
greatly, according to the nature of the 
industries. In textiles there is consid- 
erable cause for complaint, and many 
mills will probably reduce their 
running time, while a few have actually 
closed for an indefinite period. On the 
other hand, nearly all the iron, steel and 
some other metal industries are stimu- 
lated by the country’s requirements 
for war purposes, while the demand for 
machinery, tools, ete., rather above 
the average, and many establishments 
have increased their working force and 
also their hours of labor. The labor 
situation presents no specially new or 
interesting features; probably the ex- 
citement caused by the war has given 
the laboring classes something interest- 
the exclusion of fan- 
‘ied grievances. At any rate, the ap- 
parent discontent noticeable in some 
juarters a week ago has subsided. The 
strike in the mining regions, while not 
tt an end, is less formidable, and may 
soon be adjusted. The great agricul- 
tural staples advanced with rapid 
strides until Thursday, when a reac- 
tion set it, although the check to the 
upward movement in prices is thought

In experienced hands, the filter press 
ean accomplish splendid results, and it 
here be added that this apparatus 
has done more to further progress in 
the mechanical part of the manufac- 
ture of high-grade varnishes and in the 
refining of linseed oil than any other 
device for the past twenty years. But 
how many operators can be found who 
really understand the use of the filter- 
press in the separation of the solid fats 
linseed There are some, no

doubt, but not so many as is generally 
supposed. 

A filter-press at its best will accom- 
plish the separation of a liquid from a 
substance, or the separation of 
the precipitates from the mother liquor. 
But when it comes to the separation of 
the residual fats from linseed oil and 
the pure linolein it is arlother question. 

Oil crushers ang varnish makers who 
have used the filter-press to rapidly 
eliminate from linseed oil the objec- 
tionable, fatty substances, commonly 
called “foots,” know from experience 
that, no matter how thick or closely- 
woven the filtering cloth may be, nor 
how many superposed sheets of paper 
are used, the filtration results in no 
more than the separation of the solid 
substances actually existing in the oil 
at the moment when filtration takes 
place, and at a given temperature. But 
it may be said that it is only a partial 
and temporary purification of freshly 
made linseed oil that is effected when 
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| it has been filtered through cloth or fil- 
| tering paper. Examine a sample of the 
oil in a glass test tube immediately afte 
filtration, and it will show limpidity 
and transparency. The natural tur- 
bidity of freshly made oil is removed, 
its cloudiness is eliminated, and the re- 
sult of such examination would seem 
to indicate that no more than mechan- 
the in- 





ical filtration is required for 

stantaneous separation of the residual 
fats and mucilage from the film-pro- 
ducing element, viz., the pure linolein 
contained in linseed oil. But such in- 
ference is very far from the fact, and 
this identical sample of filtered oil, 
within twenty-four hours after such 
examination, will show the oil turbid 


and cloudy again, and more fatty sub- 
stances separating from the linolein. 
To use the filter-press or varnish kKet- 
tle intelligently, the operator must be 
familiar with the characteristics of lin- 
seed oil, and its behavior in all temper- 
atures; and, as far as purifying linseed 
oil by mechanical filtration is con- 
cerned, it may as well be said now that

prevent further continuous filtration, 
the pores of the paper being clogged 


by a_ thick coating of fats. The appa- 
ratus must then be opened, the paper 
removed from the felt to which it ad- 
heres, and a fresh sheet of paper sub- 
stituted. 

If ten superposed sheets of paper had 
been placed over the filtering cloth in- 
stead of one, all that would be neces- 
sary would be to remove one thickness 
of the paper, separating it from the 
one immediately underneath, and throw 
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it away, while the nine remaining 
sheets would be ready to serve in nine 
more operations of 15,000 gallons each. 
CELLULOSE AS A FILTERING MEDIUM. 
The rapidity of filtration depends a 
great deal on the viscosity. That is, the 
thinner the oil or varnish, the quicker 
Will it pass through the filtering medi- 
um, while the heavier the oil, the great- 


er the amount of pressure that will be 
required to force it through the paper 
or felt. 

When freshly pressed linseed oil is 


allowed to settle in a tank for a certain 
period, the residual sediment of ‘‘foots,’’ 
which from the linolein and 
settles bottom, is quite bulky. If 
this were compressed and fil-

tered its volume could be reduced 80 or 
v0 per cent.; that is, such an amount 
of linolein’ still remaining in these 
“foots’’ could be extracted to a greater 
or less extent by filtration under com- 
pression, 

The residual fats having a tendency 


to pass even through filter paper under 
a very slight pressure, the operation 
can be better effected by using an ab- 
sorbent that has been rendered neu- 
tral—wood pulp, for instance, or cellu- 
in a fine powder and freed from 
tannin or resinous maiter. 

If to the contents of a vat containing 
1,000 gallons of freshly pressed linseed 
oil we add, constantly stirring the 
while, one pound of cellulose as above 
described, this material which is very 
bulky and yet exiremely light will re- 
main in suspension, with but slight ten- 


lose 


dency to settle. Now if the operator 
sends this mixture of oil and cellulose 
through the filter press, the cellulose 


will separate from the oil, and, remain- 
ing in the chamber of the filter press, 
will form a solid cake, while the oil 
will be forced out, filtering through the 


cake of cellulose in a clear and trans- 
parent condition. In such case the re- 
sidual fats will be retained to a consid- 
erablé extent by the cellulose, which 
thus serves as an admirable filtering 
medium. 


When cellulose is used in the propor- 


tion indicated in the preceding para- 
graph the filtering of the oil can be 
performed at a greater amount of 
pressure. The residual solid fats have 
less tendency to pass through the fil- 
tering paper, while the porosity of a 
cellulose cake is such that the use of 


this material interferes very little with 
the rapidity of the filtration. 

In connection with this question of 
using wood pulp or pulverized cellu- 
lose as a filtering medium, it is essen- 
tial that it be rendered wholly neutral; 
that is, freed from chlorophyl, tannin 
or resinous matter, because if these 
elements have not been eliminated from 
the cellulose they will gradually dis- 
solve into the oil, rendering the latter 
cloudy instead of clarifying it. 

Filtering paper, afier all, is but an- 
other form of cellulose filtering. 

HOW TO FEED THE FILTER PRESS. 

Whatever may be the medium adopt- 
ed to filter linseed or varnish oil, an es- 
sential point while filtering is to know 


how to feed the filter vress evenly and 
to avoid overtaxing its capacity by 
sending through it a quantity of oil 


larger than can be properly filtered. 

A single or a double action pump is 
generally used to convey to the press 
the oil that is to be filtered. Sudden 
jerks of the pump should be avoided, 
or they may force the residual, solid 
fats out of the paper and cloth by over 
pressure. The capacity of the pump is 


another matter to be attended to, It 
should be, if anything, but a little 


larger than that of the filter press. For 
example, if the filtering capacity of the 
press be 200 gallons per hour, the pump 
should be of like dimensions, or be so 
worked as to deliver just that amount. 
The use of compressed air to force 
the oil out of a monte-jus is a still bet- 
ter arrangement, as it insures a much 
more uniform and even pressure and 
precludes the possibility of sudden 
jerks, which are unavoidable in the 
pump, but more attention is called for 
in the use of a monte-jus than in that 
of a pump when filtering linseed oil.

Freshly made linseed 
great deal more viscous 
filters rapidly, and, therefore, but a 
very small amount of pressure is re- 
quired. A varnish or an oil can be per- 
fectly filtered and clarified through a 
filter press, without using a monte-jus 
or even a pump, in places where the 
oil tank can be set at a height of from 
20 to 30 feet above the filter press.

is not our purpose to advocate a change 


in the method of extraction that is 
known as the hot pressure process. 
But while the impracticability of the 
cold pressure process must be con- 


ceded, it is nevertheless perfectly sim- 
ple and practical to run the oil direct- 


ly into a cooling apparatus, immediate- | 


ly after its extraction in the hydraulic 
press. In such a cooling device the 
dampness and residual fats will either 


solidify or precipitate, thereby reduc- 
ing the oil to a proper condition for | 
immediate filtration. 

Mechanical refrigeration has made} 
such progress during the past few 
years that the use of a refrigerating 


apparatus for cooling linseed oil or var- 
nish, prior to sending it to the filter 
press, is a relatively simple matter, and 
when the writer suggests to the pro- 
gressive oil and varnish maker an im- 
provement in his factory that has never 
been suggested before, and that due 
consideration be extended to an appli- 


ance the use of which has never been 
considered before, it is because great 
advantages would be derived there- 


from. In fact, the writer believes that 
in this very point of cooling the oil

agent in the manufacture of the ar- 
ticles to which we have referred. But, 
owing to the destruction of forests,

Soda, though known 
to possess properties similar to those 
of potash, had been obtainable only 
from the ashes of sea-plants, a source 
of supply which in practice was capa- 
ble of very limited expansion. Le- 
blane’s discovery at once made availl- 
able a ource of supply practically 
limitless. The circumstances of politi- 
cal and social catastrophe amid which 


brilliant researches were brought to 
ompletion were fatal to the realization

coverer. But his method was the 
foundation of the chemical industry of 
this and other countries. Not only go, 
but it was the only method in use for 


the production of soda on a commercial 
scale till about a generation ago.

specially constructed kilns. The gas- 
eous products of the combustion, chief- 
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ly sulphurous acid, are conducted, in 
company with nitric acid gas, steam, 
and air, into and through a series of 
large chambers lined, with lead, where, 


through a subtle intermediary action of 
the nitric acid nearly all the sul- 
phurous acid is converted into sulphur- 
ic acid, which is deposited in a liquid 
condition on the floor of the chambers. 
From tanks in which it is stored the 
sulphuric acid is delivered by a pipe, 
the amount being regulated by the 
workman engaged, into a covered cast- 
iron “‘pot,” which is heated by the waste 
gases from an adjoining furnace with 
which it communicates. Into the same

pot there has previously been charged 
by the same workman a given weight of 
At the proper time he pushes the 


salt. 
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“charge” with a long-handled shovel 
into the furnace, when it is raked and 
turned over by another workman, who 
In the end draws it out. (Disagreeable 
and fatiguing work, as may be imag- 
ined, these men have, but I believe, if 
proper precautions are taken and the 
plant is kept in good condition, not 
necessarily unhealthy.) What went in 
as common salt does not come out 
such. There has been an exchange of 
partners. Not chloride, but sulphate, of 
sodium is ‘‘drawn” at the back door of 
the furnaces, while hydrochloric acid, 
which is chlorine combined with hydro- 
gen (obtained from the liquid sulphuric 
acid), escapes as a gas; to be dealt with, 
and considered by us, later. 

In the second main stage of the Le- 
blanc process, the solid sulphate of soda 
(or, in the language of the trade, “salt 
cake’) is mixed, in certain proportions, 
with coal and limestone and heated to a 
high temperature in another furnace. 
The chemical operations ensuing are 
complicated, but in the result there is 
another exchange of partners, The car- 
bonic acid of the limestone (aided by 
that of the burning fuel) lays hold of 
the sodium and forms soda, or “sodium 
carbonate,” which is the compound 
sought, and the sulphur discarded by 
the sodium unites with the calcium of 
the limestone to form “sulphide of cal- 
cium,” the principal ingredient in what 
is commonly known as “alkali waste.” 
The complicated chemical operations 
thus indicated appear to be assisted by 
the fact that the furnace in which they 
occur moves slowly round, whence it is 
called a “revolver.” When its work is 
understood to be complete, the whole 
eharge is withdrawn in a molten form, 
bearing on the face of it no indication 
of the two entirely distinct compounds 
of which it consists. To separate them 
it is further necessary, after the molten 
flux from the furnace has been allowed 
to cool, to break it up and subject it in 
vats to the action of hot water. The 
result is that the soda, or carbonate of 
sodium, goes into solution, while the 
sulphide of calcium remains insoluble. 
The solution in which the former is dis- 
solved is either converted into caustic 
soda or is evaporated, and the soda lies 
revealed in a crystalline form, ready to 
be converted by further treatment into 
‘soda ash,” the familiar “soda crystals,” 
and other soda products. 

Such in its broad outlines was the 
Leblane soda, or, as it was commonly 
called, the alkali industry, as it flour- 
ished for something like two genera- 
tions in this country and elsewhere. It 
was in the main very prosperous. It 
greatly facilitated the general advance 
of civilization, no doubt. But it made 
desolate and nauseous the neighbor- 
hood in which it was seated. It had no 
need to utilize the substances, which, 
as readers of the brief sketch just 
given will have observed, are left aside 
at every stage in the series of processes 
leading up to the production of soda, 
And accordingly it let them escape up 
chimneys, if gases, and threw them 
outside the works, if solid. The former 
happened to the hydrochloric acid, with 
the result that for miles around vegeta- 
tion was blighted and destroyed. The 
solid sulphide of calcium, or “alkali 

yaste,’”” was thrown out and formed 
ever growing and multiplying hillocks, 
hideous in aspect, and yielding, when 
soaked with rain, exhalations most of- 
fensive to the nose and drainings pois- 
onous to neighboring streams. 

At last, about forty years ago, the 
hydrochloric acid, which. had gone to 
worse than waste, began to be utilized 
for the manufacture of bleaching pow- 
der. By ingenious and interesting proc- 
esses, which within the last twenty 
years have been greatly improved upon, 
the hydrogen was banished from the 
hydrochloric acid, and the pungent 
green gas, chlorine, obtained, and 
delivered into large chambers partly 
filled with slaked lime. The doors of 
the chambers being kept closely fast- 
ened for several hours, the lime ab- 
sorbs the chlorine—becomes, indeed, for 
practical purposes, so much conven- 
iently portable chlorine, with all the 
peculiar power of that’ gas for the de- 
struction of organic coloring matters. 
This utilization of hydrochloric acid 
for a commercial purpose of essential 
service to the owners of bleach works, 
dye works, calico-printing works and 
other industrial establishments, was 
both highly profitable to the alkali 
manufacturers and advantageous to 
the neighborhoods of their works, 
which were at once relieved of a large 
part of one of the most noxious of the 
*w9ey} WOIJ pedvose pey YyoryM suodva 
Within another twelve or fifteen years 
an event had happened which essential- 
ly altered the outlook of the Leblanc 
soda industry. The ammonia soda pro- 
cess ‘had been established on a com- 
mercial footing in this and other coun- 
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tries. It had long been known as a fact 
of the laboratory that if “bicarbonate 
of ammonia” is added to a strong mix- 
ture of salt and water, what is known 
in chemistry as a double decomposition 
the carbonic acid gas (carbon 
oxygen) leaving the ammonia to 
unite with the sodium in the salt and 
forming ‘“‘bicarbonate of soda,’ which 
is precipitated, in a relatively insoluble 
form, and the ammonia and chlorine, 
united as “ammonium chloride,”  re- 
maining in solution. This was obviously 
a much shorter road to the manufac- 
ture of soda from salt than that found 
by Leblanc, But it was not, in the first 
instance, by any means a cheap or easy 
road. On the contrary, the difficulties, 
mainly, I believe, of an engineering 
character, setting up 


oceurs, 
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encountered in 
the process on a commercial] basis were 
great that one experimenter after 
another abandoned it. The cost alone 
of the ammonia used was so high 
its amount so large that, until means of 
reducing the expense so incurred to a 
minimum were devised, the process 
could not be made financially success- 
ful. At last, in 1863, the eminent Bel- 
gian inventor, M. Ernest Solvay, start- 
ed his ammonia-soda establishment at 
Couillet, near Brussels, and somewhat 
later Messrs. Brunner, Mond & Co, 
gan their great works at Northwich. 
Only step by step, however, even then, 
and only by the exercise of indomitable 
courage and perseverance on the part 
of the pioneers of the new process, was 
economic success assured. The choice 
of site for Messrs. Brunner, Mond’s es- 
tablishment was determined mainly by 
reference to the presence of the great 
Cheshire salt beds, from which brine 
could be pumped in an unlimited quan- 
tity for an indefinite period. Other 
very favoring circumstances were the 
excellent system of water carriage to 
and from Liverpool by the River 
Weaver and ready accessibility to the 
Lancashire and Midland coal fields, and 
to the limestone of Derbyshire. Chem- 
ically, as has been indicated, the am- 
monia-soda process is much’ simpler 
than that which goes by the neme of 
Leblane, but from a mechanical point 
of view the former is far more complex. 
Alike from that point of view and in 
the scale of its operation, the ammonia- 
soda manufacture, as carried on at 
Northwich, is a great and even a grand 
industry. Symmetry and order have 
ever been the notes of that establish- 
ment. Essentially, it is a series of 
pumping operations. The brine is 
pumped from the brine-pits. Ammo- 
nia produced by coke ovens on the 
premises is pumped into tanks contain- 
ing the brine. Thence the ammoniated 
brine is pumped to the top of the “Sol- 
vay towers’’—erections as high as a 
five-story house—where it siands up to 
about four-fifths of the height of the 
towers. Into the base of these lofty 
columns of ammoniated brine carbonic 
from limekilns, also on the 
premises, is pumped with force suffi- 
cient to make it to the top, thus 
impregnating the whole. A long row 
of these Solvay towers is the central 
feature of the works. On one of 
it stand in serried array the powerful 
engines required for the series of pump- 
ing operations just referred to. On the 
other side lie the settling tanks and 
furnaces for dealing with the products 
of the chemical operations in the tow- 
ers. These products flow Yrom each 
tower into a tank furnished with a 
strainer, through which the solution of 
ammonium chloride drops and leaves 
the bicarbonate of soda as a powder at 
the top. ‘This is washed by means of 
a revolving sprinkler to remove any ad- 
hering particles of salt. When clear 
enough of such adhesions and dry, the 
bicarbonate of soda is shovelled off the 
tanks and descends into a small fur- 
nace, where, by the action of heat alone 
applied evenly by ingenious mechanical 
arrangements, sometimes oscillating, 
sometimes revolving, to every particle 
of the powder, it is transformed from 
bicarbonate into simple carbonate of 
sodium, which is the thing required. 
Even by this bare outline it will, I 
hope, be realized in some measure how 
elaborate are the mechanical aids af- 
forded to relatively simple chemical op- 
erations under the ammonia-soda pro- 
cess. The great feature of the conduct 
of that process by Messrs. Brunner, 
Mond has been the constant and suc- 
ejessful effort to improve the complex 
plant required at all points, and to de- 
velop appliances for the saving of la- 
bor. Besides their original establish- 
ment at Northwich, the firm has also 
works at Sandbach, at Middlewick, in 
London, and at Middlesbrough. 
Carried on under such auspices, the 
ammonia-soda process yields, and has 
long yielded, the principal article re- 
quired at a saving of cost so consid- 
erable as compared with the Leblanc 
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process that if the manufacturing ex- 
ponents of the latter had been confined 
to the production of soda they would 
before now have been driven from the 
field. It is the utilization of their bye- 
product, hydrochloric acid, for the 
manufacture of chlorine products, in- 
cluding “not only bleaching powder, but 
chlorate of potash (used for making 
matches and percussion caps) and chlo- 
rate of soda, which has been their 
mainstay—so much so that it is, com- 
mercially, quite true chat in 
the Leblane soda industry at the pres- 
ent time soda is a bye-product of the 
manufacture of chlorine products. 

The utilization of other bye-products 
of the original has been of 
great service to the Leblanc manufac- 
turer jin his fight with the ammonia- 
soda process. This is notably so, for 
example, with the “recovery” of the 
copper from the cinders of the pyrites 
(burned, as will be remembered, for the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid) by what 
is known as the “wet-extraction proc- 
ess’—a branch of manufacture which 
has been in operation many years—and 
with the much more recent “recovery” 
of the sulphur from the “sulphide of 
calcium,” or “alkali waste,’’ at the oth- 
er end of the Leblanc series. 

The main features of this most inter- 
esting process, devised by Mr. Chance, 
of Birmingham, are the mixing of the 
solid ‘“‘waste”’ with water into a kind of 
sludge, and the charging of this ma- 
terial, in a succession of vessels, with 
carbonic acid gas drawn with othe. 
gases from limekilns. Here, again, as 
in the case of the sulphate of sodium, 
ithe sulphur yields place to the carbonic 
acid gas, and there result carbonate of 
calcium in a solid form (useful for ce- 
ment) and sulphuretted hydrogen gas. 
The latter, together with the gases by 
which the carbonic acid gas had been 
accompanied from the limekilns, and a 
certain quantity of air, is pressed for- 
ward into an apparatus called a “Claus- 
kiln.”” A complicated and violent chem- 
ical action takes place, with the result 
that a high temperature is evolved and 
sulphur of almost absolute purity 
sues forth in a molten form. The pure 
sulphur thus obtained as an ultimate 
bye-product from soda i 
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making is 
valuable for several purposes, notably 
the manufacture of gunpowder and 
“sulphite pulp,” the substance from 
which paper is now largely made, 
that it is said to be supplanting in the 
market the native sulphur procured 
from Sicily. 

Thus it will be seen that 
than half the time that has elapsed 
since the establishment of the am- 
monia-soda process in this country, the 
Leblane process has been from_ the 
point of view of commercial chemistry 
developed to an almost perfect cycle. 
every constituent—that is to say, oi 
every substance employed at’ every 
stage—is, if not altogether, yet to a very 
large extent, used up, and used up 
salably. Yet, even so, the economies 
of the rival process in the manufac- 
ture of soda itself, as secured by the 
scientific and energetic management of 
its principal exponents here, are such 
that its relative advance has 
steady and decisive. Not a few of the 
houses engaged In the Leblanc process 
found their profits reduced so much 
that they dropped out of the business. 
Very much the larger number of those 
which continued the struggle drew to- 
gether for its more effective conduct, 
and formed the great syndicate known 
as the United Alkali Company. This 
powerful body, which has been in ex- 
istence for about eight years, took over 
almost all the chemical works on the 
Clyde, on the Tyne, and, most numer- 
ous of all, on the Mersey. On the banks 
of the two former rivers it has 3,500 
persons in its employ, and in the 
Widnes and St. Helens districts some- 
think like 6,000. There can be no doubt 
that the formation of the United Al- 
kali Company secured for the Leblanc 
process the best possible chance of sur- 
vival. It has done so by the general 
enfercement, throughout the numerous 
works taken over to the syndicate, of 
the standards of administration in re- 
gard to labor and of efficiency in re- 
gard to plant previously prevailing in 
the most profitably managed of them. 

Outlay in wages, which was consid- 
ered beyond what the industry could 
afford, has been curtailed, and import- 
ant further reductions have been made 
in the wasteful escape of which 
under pressure of the competition of 
the ammonia-soda process have be- 
come of increasing commercial value. 
Yet there seems no doubt that for the 
production of soda the Leblanc process 
must steadily decline, as it has been 
doing during the last few years. Thus 
the amount of salt decomposed in this 
country by the Leblanc process de- 
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clined from 434,298 tons in 1894 to 360,- 
929 tons in 1896, while the amount de- 
composed by the ammonia-soda process 
rose from 361,603 tons in 1894 to 431, 
tons in 1896—the relative positions of 
the two processes in the two years be- 
ing thus almost exactly reversed. In 
these circumstances it is not surprising 
that an undertaking managed with 
much spirit and foresight as the 
United Alkali Company should have 
already established on a considerable 
scale works for carrying on the am- 
monia-soda process. Plant for that 
purpose is now in operation at both 
Widnes and Fleetwood, and I am in- 
formed that the United Alkali Com- 
pany’s yearly output of ammonia-soda 
now reaches the figure of from 60,000 to 
70,000 tons. 

Perhaps the question of greatest in- 
terest in the chemical trade now is 
whether the decline of the Leblane soda 
process will be permanently limited by 
the fact already referred to—that that 
process evolves on a large scale and in 
manner the hydrochloric 
acid required for the manufacture of 
bleaching powder. In other words, is 
there any likelihood that bleachng pow- 
ler, and other chlorine products, will 
come to be produced more cheaply than 
an offshoot from the Leblane soda 
process? Until quite lately the chlorine 
in the salt decomposed by the ammo- 
nia-soda process was practically lost. 
The ammonia in that process has for 
many years been “recovered” from the 
immonium chloride, which, as will be 
remembered, is the residual product of 
the Solvay towers after the bicarbonate 
of soda is secured. That “recovery” of 
he ammonia, which is used over and 
ver again, is made by the aid of lime, 
and theultimate residueis therefore cal- 
‘lum chloride. In a very interesting ad- 
ires delivered by Dr. Ludwig Mond as 
president of the Chemical Section of the 
British Association in 1896, a description 
was given of an extraordinarily ingen- 
ious process by which, with the did of 
magnesia and potassium chloride in- 
stead of with lime, both the ammonia is 
“recovered” as before and the chlorine 
ig made available for use in the manu- 
facture of bleaching powder. Elaborate 
though this process is, Dr. Mond said 
that it had fully attained his object of 
nabling the ammonia-soda process to 
‘ompete, not only in the production of 
‘arbonate of soda, but also in that of 
bleaching powder, with the Leblanc 
process. At the same time, he added 
that he had hesitated to extend the new 
process as rapidly as he would other- 
wise have done because of the possibil- 
ities involved in the processes lately de- 
veloped for the production of chlorine by 
‘lectrolysis. At that time no electroly- 
tic process for the production of chlor- 
ne was in commercial operation in this 
‘country, and it was, perhaps, not firmly 
‘stablished anywhere else. Now, how- 
‘ver, the electrolyzing of brine or of 
potassium chloride, with the result that 
-hlorine and caustic soda or caustic pot- 
are understood to be immediately 
available, is carried on to such an ex- 
tent in Germany that more than all the 
demand for bleaching powder in that 
country is met by electrolytic works. 
Indeed, a large quantity is already ex- 
ported, some even into England. Fur- 
ther, within the last year or so an elec- 
trolytic works has been started at Wes- 
ton Point, near Runcorn, on the Mersey, 
which is undoubtedly producing bleach- 
ing powder in substantial quantity, and 
which, in December, 1897, forced down 
the prices by about a pound a ton be- 
low what, without its intervention, 
would have been the current rates. 
Permission to see the Weston Point 
works was refused me—an experience 
almost solitary in the course of my in- 
quiries on behalf of The Times—the firm 
saying that they were extending their 
plant, that their works were in disorder, 
that all other aplications have been for 
the present refused, and that I should 
be welcome next summer. That being 
so, I cannot attempt any account of the 
electrolytic process there conducted. At 
St. Helens an electro-chemical works is 
in operation and, I am told, is produc- 
ing bleaching powder, chlorate of soda, 
and caustic soda. There are also other 
electrolytic processes such as the “Har- 
greaves-Bird” and the “‘Rhodin” proces- 
ses, the development of which in this 
country is believed to be a matter of the 
near future. Speculation as to their fu- 
ture is fascinating; but I do not feel 
able to say more than that, while they 
may produce the chemical results de- 
sired with singular directness, the ques- 
tion of their commercial success must 
depend upon the frequency with which 
essential parts of the plant have to be 
renewed, and that upon that point very 
few persons are as yet in a position to 
form a judgment, The same remark ap- 
plies to an extremely interesting elec» 
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trolytic process invented by Dr. Hoepf- 
ner, which I had the privilege of seeing 
at Messrs. Brunner, Mon’s, where it has 
only recently been brought into opera- 
tion. It is led up to by utilizing the 
calcium chloride which has been men- 
tioned as the present ultimate residue in 
the ammonia-soda process—for the pro- 
duction, with zine oxide, of chloride of 
zine in solution. The solution of zinc 
chloride is run into cells, through which 






an electric current is passed, with the 
result that the zine is deposited in a 
chemically pure state on iron plates, 


from which it is subsequently removed 
and then melted and run into ingots, 


and the chlorine is drawn off to be util- | 


ized for the production of bleaching 
powder, 

The future of the trade is full of in- 
terest, but few, even of the most 


learned, will venture to forecast it with 
any confidence. In the main, however, 


it is satisfactory to know that the 
course of its development, especially 
within the last few years, under the 


combined influence of the rivalry of 
different processes, of the steady pres- 
sure of the alkali inspectors, and also 
of a keener sense of the responsibilities 
of capital, has been to make chemical 
manufacture disfiguring to the 
neighborhoods in which it is seated and 
less disagreeable and more kealthy for 
the workmen engaged in it than it used 
to be. The gases emitted from ammo- 
nia-soda works have never destroyed 
vegetation in the manner so notorious- 
ly evidenced in regard to Leblanc 
works by the desolate appearance of 
Widnes and fts immediate surround- 
ings. But happily the improvement in 
administration and in standard of 
plant used under the regime of the 
United Alkali Company has led to an 
observable diminution in the emission 
of noxious gases from the chimneys of 
works under their control—so much so 
that the growing of grass, flowers and 
trees has ceased to a hopeless un- 
dertaking at Widnes. The same causes 
have led to an appreciable diminution 
in the liability of the workmen em- 
ployed to inhale poisonous or irritating 
gases. Much of the work, indeed, 
still attended by more or less unpleas- 
ant odors, and they combine with the 
heats connected with several of the 
operations to render the workman spe- 
cially open to temptation to drink 
when he has the chance. The packing 
of bleaching powder, I am convinced, 
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has in the past caused breakdown of 
health, and even premature death, in 
not a few cases of persons whose 


bronchial tubes, being naturally irrita- 


ble, were brought into a condition of 
chronic inflammation by frequent 
whifts of offensive and pungent chlo- 
rine gas. But the general effect of the 


medical opinions | have obtained is to 
support the view that, with vigilant 
care, Which, of course, is most essential 


on the part of the management, and 
also of the men themselves, bleach- 


packers, ff they have no constitutional 
delicacy, and if they live temperately, 
do not generally appear to suffer at all 
considerably in health from their oc- 
cupation, With them, and with the 
workers in some other departments in 
Leblane works, while and 
excess are specially apt to produce im- 
mediately or rapidly serious 
quences, those faults are also 
specially liable to induced 
conditions of work. These conditions, 
however, have improved, and, on the 
whole, the result of my inquiries is the 
opinion that a population very largely 
dependent, as at Widnes, upon Leblanc 
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soda works, compares not unfavorably 
in health, morals and manners with 
° those of ordinary factory towns. The 


United Alkali Company, it is satisfac- 
tory to know, has given considerable 
attention to the subject of rescue ap- 
pliances for cases where men are over- 
taken by accidental outbursts of nox- 
ious gases. 

A serious drawback to employment 
in some departments of chemical works 
ligs in the fact that it goes on, week 
in, week out, with no Saturday half 
holiday, and with Sunday rest only ob- 
tained at the cost of excessive spells 
of work on alternate Sundays, when 
the shifts are changed. At the United 
Alkali Company’s works this happens 
in the case of about 22 per cent. of the 
men. The continuity of operations in 
the departments in question is doubt- 
less essential; but it is equally beyond 
doubt that the absence of the ordinary 
Sunday rest is a great disadvantage to 
the men, both religiously and socially, 
and when the regular working day 
lasts for half the twenty-four hours 
that disadvantage materially en- 
hanced. It is right to state that at the 
works of the United Alkali Company 
the eight-hour shift has for some years 
been in operation at the “salt cake’’ 
furnaces, with benefit béth to the men 
engaged in that arduous work and to

the company. The bleach-packers al- 


ways work specially short hours. At 
Messrs. Brunner, Mond’s, while there 
is a good deal of Sunday work, the 


eight-hour day prevails throughout all 
departments. I ain assured that its re- 
sults are economically satisfactory in 
the the process men. The im- 
provement which the shorter hours 
have secured in their health and spirits 
has been accompanied by a correspond- 
ing and, to their employers, advan- 
tageous development in their zest for 
and attention to their work. Among 
the laborers, it is true, the eight-hour 
day has not killed shirking and dawd- 
ling, but the indications appear, on the 
whole, promising. Laborers, as well as 
men, have improved much in 
respect of the punctuality and regu- 
larity of their attendance, and the 
standard now reached throughout the 
works in that respect very high. 
This is shown by the fact that, in 1897,

wich establishment enjoyed the privi- 
lege of a week's holiday, with a week's

6d. a 
day being a fairly common wage with 
them, while at Messrs. Brunner, 
Mond's, the majority of the process 
men earn only 3s. 94d., thoigh the more 
responsible and skillful ones are rated 
On the other hand, 
the laborers at Widnes, who are much 
more numerceus actually and propor- 
tionately than at Northwich, earn only 
from 17s. to 18s., while at the latter 
works they receive 20s. a week,.—Lon-

The War Tariff Bill. 
Washington, April 29, 189s. 
tariff bill which was reported to 
early this week will be 
to-day’s session closes, 
and will then be promptly sent to the 
Senate, Where it will be referred to the 
Committee Finance for much more 
deliberate consideration (han it has re- 
ceived in the House. The provisions of 
the bill affecting the Reporter’s trade 
were given in these dispatches last 
week, but administrative features have 
since been prepared, and after numer- 
amendments have been perfected 
in the form in which they will be sent 
to the Senate. The text of Schedule B, 
which enumerates the only articles of 
special interest to the Reporter's trade 
which are taxed by the bill, and the 
administrative features relating there- 
to, will be found elseWhere in this issue. 

The fight made on the bill by 
the the measure will oc- 
cur in the Senate. The upper House has 
always been appealed to by manufac- 
turers to take action with reference to 
the business interests of the country, 
and In this the manufacturers of 
medicines, articles, mineral! 
waters, preparing to make a 
very vigorous campaign that will be 
directed especially against the provis- 
jons of the new bill levying a tax upon 
stocks on hand, The claim is made that 
this feature of the proposed law is re- 
troactive, and hence is unconstitutional, 
and much stress is pul upon the conten- 
tion that when the Dingley bill was 
framed the Senate promptly rejected 
the proposition place a retroactive 
duty upon articles imported prior to the 
enactment of the law. Congress disap- 
proved the principle of retroactive legis- 
lation, and, it is claimed, there is noth- 
ing in the present case to warrant the 
abandonment of this very salutary pre- 
cedent.

The duties 
proposed would not decrease the con- 
sumption and the increase in cost to 
‘onsumers would only amount to 
tbout 7ce.-per capita per annum. It 
would decrease and prevent the im- 
portation of adulterated and impure 
spices and refise, made possible since 
luties were removed. Further, while 
being a safeguard against the impor- 
tation of the impure goods and thus be 
thoroughly sanitary, it would bring 
sur merchants in direct communication 
with the primary markets and thus 
tend to open and develop new markets 
for American products. 

“A duty of 10 per cent. should be put 
on all in addition, when said 
goods are not imported directly from 
the countries in which they are pro- 
duced respectively. 

“Briefly, the Government 
revenue.

Another proposition which is being 
urged upon the Senate Committee is 
the placing of a high rate of duty on 
Spanish pyrites and sulphur, the argu- 
ment being that this tax would be 
much more popular than a tax on tea 
beer, and would net a 
considerable revenue. A Southern 
syndicate is urging this proposition, 
and has filed the following statement 
with the Finance Committee:

Since those days have departed, how- 
ever, nearly every conceivable thing 
that may green has, irrespec- 
tive apparently of every other consider- 
been held up to the world to 
admired and to bring in pounds, shil- 
lings and pence to its discoverer, inven- 
tor owner.

oak,” “black oak,” and “hickory,” and 
ot the West Indian “‘red mangrove.” 
Green is to be got by treating the oak 
infusions with alum, vor alum plus “salt 
of lead.’’ Sanderson, in 1780, in a very 
big patent, gives a very fine illustra- 
tion of the vague descriptions which, 
under the mistaken notion that they 
were comprehensive, prevailed more in 
his day than they do now. He Says: 
“The water from the washing of copper 
when treated with absorbent or 
calcareous earths, etc., precipitates the 
dissolved copper, which by a cerefully

conducted process produces pigments, 
blue or green, valuable for painting, 


etc,”’ 

so far the eighteenth century. The 
glorious nineteenth was ushered in, in 
the matter of green pigments, by Sam. 
Anness. He is as fond of simplicity as 


Wedgwood himself, and prepares a 
#reen pigment as follows, to-wit: He 


first makes a Saturnus glorificatus— 
“there’s glory for you’—as one of Lewis 
Carroll's characters remarks. To 
achieve this object he pours distilled 
yinegar on litharge, and stirs the two 
together over a gentle fire until the 
Vinegar becomes impregnated with the 
salt of lead. He then evaporates half 
the vinegar, and crystallizes the resid- 


ual solution in a cool place. This 
saturnus glorificatus (‘glorified lead 
acetate,” it seems to mean) is now 


mixed with half its weight of ‘‘natural 
crystal” calcined to a whiteness, and 


also with its own weight of salt of 
“polverine’ or other fit alkali, and 


baked at a slow heat for about twelve 
hours. The mass is then fused, and 
when cold pulverized in any vessel 
which is not capable of communicating 
to it any metallic or other impurity. 
After this treatment the stuff is no 
longer glorified. “It is degraded to a 
‘mere common “flux.’”’ Anyhow, after 
stopping a bit to take a breath, we can, 
Mr. Anness says, make a green pigment 
by mixing the aforesaid flux with cop- 
per dust, sand, litharge and niter. 
Walter Henry Wyatt, in his patent of 
1807, mentions greens incidentally as 
follows: For muriated green there are 
two processes given. In the first the 
muriated oxide of copper has to be sep- 
arated from the metal which has not 
been dissolved, and likewise from the 
saline liquid with which it is inter- 
mixed. The oxide forms the most per- 
fect and solid green when its elixiva- 
tion is completed, but as it is richer 
and deeper colored when it has im- 
bibed some green soluble muriate of 
copper, it is easy to mak@ the one and 
the other by partial or complete  elix- 
iviation. The second process is estab- 


lished upon the principle that oxides of

Carbonated greens are got by pouring 
| upon the green muriated oxide a solu- 
tion of oxide of copper in ammonia. 
Let these substances remain in contact 
in closed vessels until the intended ac- 


tion is completed, when the muriated 
oxide becomes carbonated oxide. Or 
precipitate any solution of copper by 
' carbonate of ammonia and allow the 


precipitate to remain in the liquid and 
to be exposed to the action of atmos- 
pheric air. In many cases a very beau- 
tiful carbonated green formed by 
these means. 

Arseniated greens are produced either 
by treating oxide of copper with alka- 
line arsenites or by precipitating oxide 
of copper in a more useful manner 
than it can done by Scheele’s 
method. 

Acetated greens or verdigris are made 
as follows: Having prepared vegetable 
acid by the most economical means, 
distill it and dissolve in it any of the 
oxides of copper obtained by the pre- 
ceding processes. From this solution 
make by evaporation, crystallization 
and by other known means a product

is made with the liquid acetate of cop- 
per and one of the oxides of copper in 
a convenient state. 

Parker’s patent for 1812 is for greens 
only, and he wants them made with 
copper. He precipitates a solution of 
“crude potash” and white arsenic in 
water with solution of Roman vitriol in 
water. To prepare a “bright mineral 
pea-green paint with a permanent blue 
tint’’ he grinds together in linseed oil 
two pounds of the above precipitate, 
two pounds of another got with Roman 
vitriol and “the first sort of American 
pearl ash,’ three pounds of “refiners’ 
blue verditta,’’ six pounds of white 
lead, and six ounces of sugar of lead. 


Next year Alexis Delahante exerted 
more misdirecled energy 
greens, and heats nitrate of copper with 
half its weight (or nearly) of boracic 
acid. The same pigment can, he says, 
be prepared in the wet way by precipi- 
tating a boiling solution of nitrate of 
copper with a boiling solution of borax. 
As much borax as copper salt is used. 
The washed and dried precipitate is 
heated red hot, The pigment may be 
mixed with oil or varnish in the usual 
Way, or With vitrifiable matters for pot- 
tery. 


Murdoch and Newton, with the fear 
of Sanderson, Anness, Wyatt, Parker, 
Delahante and Company before their 


eyes, turned their attention to trying if 
they couldn’t screw something green 
out of zinc. Murdoch’s zine green was 
patented in 1847, a truce of thirty-four 
years having elapsed, and the direc- 
tions are as follows: Pour a hot solution 
of forty-nine pounds of oxide of zinc, 
slaked with as little water as possible. 
Stir and mix thoroughly. Dry and cal- 
cine for about three hours in a muffle 
furnace heated to a bright red; when 
somewhat cooled throw into water, wash 
and dry. Newton makes zinc yellow, 
and mixes it with Prussian blue. 

We now reach Humfrey’s 1850 patent 
for fatty acid colors. Oleates of copper 
and iron are mentioned as greens. The 
same idea is expressed in Radley and 
Meyer’s great patent, taken out one

In 1853 William Clark patented two 
processes for making greens. He pre- 


cipitates a solution of bichromate of 
potash with oxide of zine for one, using 
more and more zine as the green has to 
be lighter and lighter in shade. He also 
dissolves oxide of in sulphuric 
acid, evaporates down to get rid of the 
excess of sulphuric acid, dissolves in 
water, mixes the solution with oxide of 
zine and heats the whole until he gets 
the proper shade. No doubt somebody 
will one of these days patent the pro- 
duction of water by burning chemical- 
ly pure hydrogen in chemically pure 
oxygen and want to sell his patent toa 
big water company, say, the New Riv- 
er or the Kent Company. 

C. W. Harrison in the next year made 
green, it appears, by mixing together 
forty-eight parts by weight of zine sul- 
phate, four of “sulphuric acid solution 
of oxide of chromium” (!) and one of 
sulphate of cobalt, “each in saturated 
solutions” (!!), adding thereto an equal

Hahner patented the formation of

(except some fungi), he never proceed- 

ed beyond provisional protection. 
The repatenting and re-repatenting of 
cobalt-zine greens must have contrib- 
uted not a little to the Exchequer. Ador 
and Abbadie patented them again in 
1856. Clark, in 1857, patented a murex- 
ide green, and in 1858 W. A, Gilbee pat- 
ented some beautiful processes (on pa- 
per) for preparing chrome-green. He 
used boracic acid and chromate of po- 
tassium or sodium. Zinc-cobalt greens 
are again dug up by Rostaing in 1859. 
In the same year W. A, Gilbee is again 
to the fore. It does not appear wheth- 
er or not he had come to the con- 
clusion that chrome had kept its repu- 
tation for a few thousand years’ by

It is, we may add, a remarkable fact 
that although several eucalyptus oils 
closely resemble cajeput oil in compo- 
sition, they do not appear to have the 
same medicinal effect as the older 
known article. We may also note that 
Borneo camphor oil is used for adul- 
terating cajeput oil. This oil exudes 
from the fissures in which the fine crys- 
tals of camphor are deposited, is per- 
fectly limpid, and easily takes the green 
color characteristic of cajeput oil when 
kept in contact with copper for a day 
or two, 
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Ceylon Vanilla. 

A correspondent in Ceylon sends us, 
Says the Chemist and Druggist, a sam- 
ple of vanilla grown and cured by hini- 
self in the Talanakele district. If these 
beans are anything like what can be 
done in Ceylon, that island will have to 
be reckoned with as a source of vanil- 
la; but we gather from our correspon- 
dent that at present those who have 
undertaken the cultivation do not go 
about the curing in the proper way.

It seems to like a hot, moist, and even 
temperature, and wiil not stand the 
extremes of heat and cold which obtain 
in some parts of the tropics. Our 
spondent attributes the low prices ob- 
tained for Ceylon vanilla on the Lon- 
don market to the imperfect curing.

Saturday Evening, April 30, 1898. 

The past week has been one of the 
most exciting in the drug market in 
many months. The breaking out of hos- 
tilities between Spain and the United 
States brought about a rather compli- 
cated condition of affairs in almost all 
lines of and the drug trade 
was no exception to the rule. Each day 
since Monday has forced new surprises 
on importers and jobbers, and there is 
still a general air of uncertainty per- 
vading all branches of the trade, the 
fear being that in the shuffle something 


business, 


of vital interest may be overlooked. 
With the declaration of war came the 
withdrawal of practically all of the 


American steamers from the high seas, 
which has affected the rates of freight 
and insurance throughout the world, 
thus adding to the cost of future im- 
portations and, as in the case of Mexi- 
can, Central American and some South 
American products, practically cutting 
off the supplies of certain articles for 
some time to come. 

There does not appear to be any rea- 
son to expect a change in the duties of 
any of the drugs, at least for some 
time. For a day or two the rumor was 
current that 10 per cent. would be levied 
upon all free goods, but there was no 
warrant for such an assumption. Opium 
and quinine have led the list of ad- 
vances, and every other article at pres- 
ent affected by the disturbed conditions 
has followed in their wake. Consum- 
ers appear to have gone mad, judging 
from the bushels of telegrams, literally 
speaking, that have been showered 
upon New York jobbers during the past 
week. Buyers who have been consid- 
ered as “‘close’’ have been guilty of tel- 
egraphing open orders for goods for 
fear the price would advance before 
they could effect their purchases in the 
usual way. A glance at the following 
list of advances suggests a regular old- 
time “field day” in the market, with 
opium, quinine and morphine heading 
the list.

With the dawn of Monday 
the market was flooded with orders 
from the country; the trade having ap- 
parently at once and the same time 
come to a realization of the fact that 
“something was up.” Manufacturers 
and dealers began to be overwhelmed 
with orders far in excess of the wants 
of the buyers. Speculators again tried 
their hand and the pressure became so 
great that N. Y. Q. raised their price to 
23 cents, late Monday afternoon. Deal- 
ers quoted 25c. For a lot of 10,000 ozs. 


224ec. wasbid and refused, but 25,000 
ozs. went to a speculator at this.

As a result of war operations all those 
articles which are named as being con- 
traband of war have been active, and 
prices have become so unsettled that 
it is simply impossible to give quota- 
tions until something more definite is 
known and the market quiets down 
somewhat. Brimstone, nitrate of soda, 
saltpeter and chlorate of potash are 
simply out of sight. Alkali and other 
heavy chemicals are all firmer, with 
tendency to a higher range of values. 
Acids of all descriptions are being of- 
fered only in a limited way, as makers 
are all at sea pending the unsettled 
condition of the raw materials. In 
their letter under date of April 20 
Messrs. Brunner & Co, say: ‘“‘Markets 
are all more or less unsettled, and more 
attention appears to be devoted to the 
development of the Cuban difficulty 
than to business. While hope is still 
expressed that some peaceful issue out 
of the difficulty may be found, the indi- 
cations all point in the opposite direc- 
tion, and war between the United 
States and Spain would almost seem 
to be inevitable. The chemical trade 
is rather inactive. and in some cases 
prices have declined. The Board of 
Trade returns for March show an 
enormous falling off in the ship- 
ments of alkali from this country 
to the United States, but bleach 
still holds it own. The following are 
the particulars of the exports from this 
country to the U nited States for March 
and for January-March, 1898; also for 
similar periods of last year, viz., Alkali, 
March, 1898, 89,149 cwts.; March, 1897, 
253,040 cwts.; decrease, 163,891 cwts.; 
January - March, 1898, 280,780 cwts.; Jan- 
uary-March, 1897, 586,378 cwts.; decrease, 
305,598 cwts, Bleaching powder , March, 
1898, 58,662 cwts.; March, 1897, 58,758 
cewts.; decrease, 96 cwts. January- 
March, 1898, 179,671 ecwts.; January-

- Sect Attention Given to Pan Shama and Spot Orders 
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Flaxseed in Russia Duting 1897. 


According to data of the central sta- 
tistcial committee, the harvest of flax 
and hemp seed in Russia during the 
year 1897 was much below that of 1896. 
Thus, in 1896, 1,018,674 tons of flaxseed 
were harvested, in 1897 only 727,- 
920 tons—i, e., 28.5 per cent. less. This 
decrease is so much the greater, as the 
area under flax increased in 1897, 
amounting to 5,748,300 against 
5,497,200 acres in 1896,

crease of the crop per acre in 1897 in the 
prominent governments:

twenty-three showed an increase over 
1896, while forty showed a decrease. The 
twenty-three governments are situated 
in a row along the western frontier of 
Russia, This line begins with the gov- 
ernment of Kherson, continues with 
Bessarabia and Podolia, the Kingdom 
of Poland, the northwestern and Baltic 
governments, takes in the governments 
of Smolensk, Novgorod and Tver, and 
ends in the government of Kostrona. It 
is evident that the increase of crop was 
influenced by the proximity of the sea, 
which causes frequent rain. 

In some governments, especially 
those of Stavropol and the Don region, 
the increase of the area under flax was 
large, and, owing to that fact, the crop 
was improved. 

A decrease of the area was to be ob- 
served in only twenty governments, 
and was inconsiderable. On the con- 
trary, everywhere there is a tendency 
to increase the area under oleiferous 
seeds, not only of flax, but of hemp 
and others, of which no correct data 
are to be had.—Report by Consul Hol- 
loway.

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Frencli Law on Trade-Marked Medi- 
cines, 


The brief report of the two actions 
contested by M. Petit against the pro- 
prietors of chloralose and salol, which 
we published in February and March, 
did not quite clearly show the grounds 
of the judgment. We have since re- 
ceived copies of a French legal journal, 
in which the judgments are given in 
full. These are of considerable interest 
to manufacturers of synthetic and other 
pharmaceutical products, In the first 
place it is generally known that medi- 
cines cannot be patented in France, but 
a monopoly to a great extent has been 
acquired in many substances by the 
fact that their titles can be registered 
as trade-marks. In the case of ‘“‘Chlora- 
lose,’ the facts were that on Jan. 9, 
1893, the doctors Henriot and Richet 
communicated to the Academy of Sci- 
ences a note on the therapeutic proper- 
ties of a compound of chloral and glu- 
cose which they had studied, to which 
they said they proposed to give the 
name of chloralose. It appeared, how- 
ever, that Messrs. Baier & Fournier, 
chemists, who had assisted these doc- 
tors in their researches, had 6n Dec. 27, 
1892, registered that word as a trade- 
mark.

INDIGO.—Advices from London give 
the following particulars of the indigo 
sale: ‘The of the year 
opened to-day, during which 8,834 chests 
will be offered. The sales opened with 
a dull tone, buyers apparently only op- 
erating for immediate requirements. 
For home trade qualities of Bengal and 
Tirhoot the competition was fair, at 
about steady prices, but undesirable 
parcels were mostly withdrawn. No 
good to fine has yet been offered. Oudes 
and plant Oudes steady; ordinary about 
being in good demand. Kurpah 
maintains last sale rates. Dry leaf 
Madras firmly held, a few selling at 
full prices. Bimlipatam ordinary and 
low, 2@38d. lower; 2,400 chests have 
passed to-day, 1,620 being withdrawn, 
106 bought in, leaving 674 chests sold.” 
There has been a fair demand on the 
spot. 

POTASH PRUSSIATE.—The demand 
has been only moderate at 154@15%c., 
as to quantity. Makers ask the outside 
price, but in a small way the inside will 
buy from outside hands. 

SAGO FLOUR.—There has been a 
fairly steady inquiry, with holders ask- 
ing 3.20@3.40c., as to quantity. 

SUMAC.—The spot demand has been 
fair, and dealers have filled it at $44@50, 
There hag been only a moderate inquiry 
for shipment. 

STARCH.—Cornstarch continues to 
improve by reason of the advance in 
corn. Pearl in barrels may be had at 
1.45c., but other makers ask up to 1%c. 
by the carload. Wheat Is also higher, 
the carload price being 54@5%c.

the title chloralose, sometimes as “Glu- 
cochloral, synonym chloralose.”” An in- 
junction against him was granted by 
the Civil Tribunal of the Seine on 
March 15, 1895, but the Court of Appeals 
on Feb. 8, 1898, reversed this judgment, 
and ruled that it could not be permitted 
to evade the distinct intention of the 
law refusing the protection of a pat- 
ent to a medicinal substance by the 
adoption of a name which is not a 
purely fancy one. Such a name as 
chloralose was regarded as ‘“‘a necessary 
designation, than which none could oc- 
cur to the mind more simple or more 
natural.”” And it was held that such a 
name was not entitled to registration. 
On March 10, 1898, M. Petit scored an 
equally complete victory in regard to 
the word “‘Salol” in the Court of Appeal. 
The history of this litigation is of spec- 
ial interest. It was on April 6, 1886, 
that Dr. Nencky made a communica- 
tion to the Society of Medicine and 
Pharmacy of Berne, on a new product 
which he had discovered, the salicylate 
of phenol, a substance which in the 
course of his note he described as salol, 
from the first and last syllable of the 
full descriptive name. On April 23, 1886, 
Drs. Nencky and Von Heyden patented 
at Berlin a process for the manufacture 
of phenolic and naphtholic ethers called, 
they said, salol. On April 14, 1893, 
Messrs. Durand & Huguenin registered 
the word “Salol’ as a trade-mark of 


; their firm for pharmaceutical products. 


The Civil Tribunal of the Seine had also 
granted an injunction against M. Petit 
in respect of infringement of this trade- 
mark, but the Court of Appeal not only 
reversed this judgment, but ordered 
Durand, Huguenin & Co, to pay all M. 
Petit’s expenses, and 100 fr. in addition 
as damages.—Chemist and Druggist,

SAL AMMONIAC.—There is more in- 
quiry for spot and forward parcels and 
prices at the close were a shade higher 
all around. We quote white grain at 
54 @d'ec.; rough at 44@4%c., and lump 
at 84c. 

SALTPETER.—It would puzzle a 
Philadelphia lawyer to come within a 
gunshot of what the price is for this 
article. Crude may be quoted nomiMmal 
at 54@d'%e., and refined at 5%@6c., 
with only limited offerings. 

Ammoniates, Potashes, Ete. 

There has been very little demand the 
past week for the leading ammoniates 
either for spot or forward delivery. 
There was rather more inquiry at the 
close in anticipation of an advance in 
rail freights after the turn of the 
month. Sulphate of ammonia is easier 
for arrival at $2.30@2.32%, and on the 
spot at $2.35@2.40. Blood is dull and 
easy at $1.55 f. o. b. Chicago, and at 
$1.77% for New York soft. Tankage is 
dull and may be quoted at $1.70 and 10 
for 9 and 20 f. o. b. Chicago on the 
basis of Virginia freight points. Hoof 
meal is wanted only in a retail way at 
$1.42% f. o. b. Chicago, Calcutta is 
steady at $22.50 for No. 3, and $23.75@ 
24 per ton for No. 4. Domestic is 
easier at $20.50 for steamed, and $23.50 
per ton for raw. Early in the week 
under reports that muriate of potash 
was contraband of war, and that ship- 
ments would cease, a large business 
was done on the spot at 1.90@2c.. Later, 
however, it was learned that the goods 
would come forward as usual. Messrs. 
Thos. H. White & Co. in their letter 
say: 

“The market for ammoniates shows 
little or no change from our last report. 
Under pressure of the fact that the ad- 
vertised advance in rates on May 1 will 
cause an advance of nearly 20c. a unit 
in the price of 9 and 20 per cent. tank- 
age, many buyers have given orders for 
tankage in order to be on the safe side, 
and this demand has advanced the 
price of crushed tankage from $1.75 and 
10 basis Baltimore freight, to $1.80 and 
10. With this exception, however, we 
notice no advance in prices quoted in 
our last week’s letter, which are hardly 
necessary to repeat.”
